from hill to hill. 
Tho town is very m ach in the position 
of a fortified city, and w hen the levee 
gave way a mile ubovo town under the 
pressure of the very high river the 
water shot through a 20-foot opening 
aud struck the place like a hurricane, 
sweeping everything before it. 
Houses w ere turned and tossed about 
like boxes. Tile people were not w arned 
of the break and for ti)at reason so m any 
were caught.

City. Hunter creek, Little Minook creek 
and Hoosier creek are smaller streams, 
all running into Minook creek. Hunter 
creek comes in about four miles above, 
Little Minook about six miles and 
Hoosier creek about eight miles from 
the mouth of Minook creek, often called 
Big Minook to distinguish it from L it­ 
tle Minook. 
"In tho order of supposed merit the 
creeks come, first, Little Minook; then 
Hunter, aud the Hoosier. 
But little 
work has been done on the last two, and 
they may bo found to be as rich as L it­ 
tle Minook or they may not. The work 
on them this season has hardly begun, 
as they, especially Hoosier, freezo more 
solidly than Little Minook, and but lit­ 
tle eau be done until the ground is 
frozen to bedrock. 
The claims of L ittle Minook are 1,000 
feet long, and those on Hunter and 
Hoosier are 500. All the claims on L it­ 
tle Minook, Hunter and Hoosier are al­ 
ready taken. 
There are a number of 
small streams flowing into them—Daw- 
> son and Miller and several others w ith­ 
out any special names. 
There are nu­ 
merous other streams within a radius 
of 15 or 30 miles of Rampart City that 
look promising, but whether they con­ 
tain gold in paying quantities can only 
be determined after they have 
been 
worked." 
"T he work on Little Minook is pro­ 
gressing rapidly and w ith very gratify­ 
ing results to the owners of a number 
of the claims, where large nuggets and 
rich pans have been taken o a t One 
eight ounce ($136) nugget, one Ave 
ounce ($85) nugget and a one ounce 
($17) nugget aud several smaller ones 
have been found on W illiam McClain’s 
claim, No. 9, above discovery, within 
the last two weeks, and they are said 
to be panning from 40 cents to $1.65 
per pan on the claim. J. F. Burkinan 
and Peter Jackson of Seattle have a lay 
on the claim. 
On N a 6, above discov­ 
ery, Langford and Johnson’s claim, 
they are said to be panning from SO 
oents to $1.30 per pan. One pan on No. 
9, an exceptional one, of course, reached 
$16. 
News has just come in that a $31 
nugget has been found on No. 8, above 
discovery. 
" If this keeps up and half as good 
results are obtained on the other claims 
* on the creek, it can readily be seen that 
{ Little Minook will show up as a won­ 
derfully rich creek. 
The spring clean 
up will be needed to definitely settle 
bow rich the creek la, but the big nug­ 
gets and rich pans have caused a good 
deal of excitement here, and everybody 
is feeling good. Claim owners on Hunter 
aud Hoosier are arguing that there is no 
reason why those creeks should not turu 
out as rich as Little Minook. 
They are 
all iu the same neighborhood, aud all 
flow into Big Minook within a short 
distance of each other." 
Harold Preston of the law firm of 
Preston & Gilman recently received 
from General E. M. Carr a letter dated 
Hunter creek, Minook district. General 
Gurr declares the Minook district to be 
a most promising section from a mining 
standpoint aud asserts that Little Mi- 
uook is a second Bonanza creek. 
This 
statement General Carr makes after 
having personally investigated several 
claims which had been developed to 
bedrock. 
The facilities for developing claims 
in the Minook district appear to be dis­ 
tressingly bad. 
In regard to this Gen­ 
eral Carr details the trials of a man 
named Joyce, saying: 
"On claim N a 24, Little Minook, he 
in November went down 24 feet, every 
inch of which had to be picked. He bas 
done it single banded, using a ladder, 
which he has to climb every time he 
takes out a bucketful. 
Under the regu­ 
lations there at least 20 days of actual 
prospecting work must be done on each 
claim during the winter. 
In order to 
do this it is necessary to build a cabin 
to live in. 
"The pay streak bas been struck on 
Hunter creek, also on claims Nos GO 
The bottom of this creek 
700 feet wide, making it ex­ 
tremely difficult to prospect. The warm

accomplished upon any of the creeks 
other than Little Minook. 
All of the 
creeks there are being prospected dili­ 
gently. Men are on their claims, prepar­ 
ing to w ork them if found valuable.

There will be good openings for men to 
make good wages next year in this dis­ 
trict if it turns out as rich as it seems 
to promise, but it is perfectly clear that 
a man, to make a success even at work­ 
ing for wages, must be strong, intelli­ 
gent, capable of doing hnrd work and 
accustomed to work. * *—Chicago Record.
